In 1912, fifty-seven years ago, the patriotic 
Albanian people scored a great victory, the 
proclamation of their independence which 
crowned their protracted struggles through 
the . centuries against the occupationists. For 
the first tfxne since the days of Skanderbeg, 
Albania emerged in the intematiooal arena 
as an independent and sovereign state.

Der Comrades! * 

The 29th . of November 1944, day 
when our valiant partisans brought freedom | 

to our Homeland, merits the great day of | 

the real revival of our people, the boundary . • 

where the old world ends and where the i 

new world, the brilliant epoch of socialism, I 

begins. | 

The road which we have traversed during 
these 2S years has been one of continuous 
struggle in the most diveise fields and forms ' 

for the building of socialist Albania, for the 
complete triumph of the new world over the 
old world and its remnants. On this road ^ i 

have had to fight against th« class enfinles, . , 
against numerous obstacles and difficulties, we ■ 

have had to fight against the imperialist ene- 



tnies and the sham friends — ' the Titoite and 
Khnishcbevite revisionists, aga^t ttieir detes- 
table. sabotage and bVodcades. But just as 
during the National-liberation War, so also iu 
the stmg^e to build socialism, our people, 
endowed with a lofty spirit of sacrifice and 
heroism, with an Iron will and eMmplaiy 
courage, and wisely led by the Party, have 
a)wa3rs emerged succeuful and have achieved 
one victory af ter another. 

Following the liberation of our country 
and the establishm^t of our people's power,* 
our peof^e and our Party Were faced with 
great and complicated historic tasks wi whose 
solution depended the future of the country 
and the fate of socialism in Albania. 

The entire old feudal-bourgeois* structure 
and superstructure had to be overthrown, 
the relatims of small scale prtxiuction of 
commodities bad ito be radically transformed, 
and we had to pass ovei' to the syston of 
scientific socialism in the city and the country- 
side, in economy and culture. But it was 
necessary to radically transform also, the inner* 
world of men and women, to endow them 
with the Mancist-Leninist world outlook, with 
socialist ideology; with communist morality. 
It was indispensable and urgent, likewise, to 
rebuild the war-ravaged, country and to over- 
come at the most i^d rates the cecturi^ 
long economic and cultural backwardness inhe- 
rited from the past. 
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• Our Party roLied on tbo teachings of Lemn 
and Stalin, on the valuable experience of 
socialist constructioxi in the Soviet Union, but 
It could not copy this experience aad.cairy 
it out in practice in a mechanical way. This 
experience aiid the MandsULeninist princi- 
ples bed to be impleme:»;ted in a creative 
manner . on our spe^c territory with its 
historic, geographic, economic, class, political, 
ideological oth^ peculiarities. dilfi- 
ctdties and dangers were greet. One oould breaX 
his 2 >eck at every turn, at every fundamental 
decision whldi detennlned the strategic di- 
recUon, as well as in' the tactical stand 
towards tiie Implemmtation of these dec^ions. 

To Its hrmor and glory our Par^, however, 
correctly solved both the straUi^ azid the 
tactical tasks. 

Within a very time, the * aftennath 

of war was liquidated, sod the enerjglcs of 
^6 working class and of all the waking masses 
were oonc en lrated on the vitBl battOe for the 
vigorous development of the forces of prin 
ductlqn, for the upli^ and rapid progress of 
the whole economy. In this dir^on the Party 
followed, consixtmtly. . .and with unshakable 
. detenuinatioQ, the " course of sodalist Indus- 
triallration, of glv^iig priority to indust^ in 
the development of our ymmg social^' eco- 
nomy; conridering it as a da^ve factor of 
Ihe country's developmezit in aH fields. 

The socialist Industrialisation of .the couh- 



try startMl In the «ftrly years at slow rates 
and developed with a persistent struggle on 
the part of the Party, of <tbe worldng class, 
and of the whole people overcoming many 
difficulties and obstacles. lUa had its own 
reasons. We inh«dted almost no industry 
whatever, while even that little which «dsted 
was gravely dacna^ by the war. The Yugo- 
slav pseudo-allies, far fiWn helping, sabotaged 
our country’s industrial developm^t by aU 
manner of means. The Soviet aid, in the 
direction of industrialization, caine aiter.some 
delay and, at the beginning, it was lifted, 
due to the difficult situation created In the 
Soviet Union as a ruult of the terrible war 
devastation. Later, ihi.< aid inoeased, but with 
the advent to power of the Rhru^ichevlte 
revisionists it bc^an to doiVn and to be 
sabotaged until it was cut off and replaced 
with a hostile blockade. 

But our Party, our working class and all 
our i^^le with a courageous struggle, heedless 
of difficulties and sacrifices, march^ coura- 
geously ahead. They were not deceived by the 
idle talk of the Khrushdievite revisionists 
about the so-called «interiiatioDal socialist 
division of labors, -Mspecialisation and co^)e- 
ration of production among socialist countries^ 
etc., objective of is the ecMiomic and 

political subjugation of other countries, and 
aiming at making our country an agrarian 
appendage to their own. Our rarty and our' 



people unwaveringly continued the correct road 
of socialiri industrialization which was not 
long in yielding brilliant resulU that have 
completely changed the face of our H<HUeland. 

From a backward agricultural comtry, 
Albania has been transformed now into an 
advanced agricultural-industrial . one. In 1938 
industrial production accotinted for only 8 
per cent of the total industrial-agricultura] 
production, whereas in the year 1968 it rea- 
ched 61.5 per cent. At present, the production 
of the «Mao Tsetung» textile combine in 
Berat alone, is larger than the production of 
the whole ot country’s industry in 1938. 

AU over Albania there have been set up 
hundreds of big works of heavy and light, 
extraction and processing industries. Today 
the chimneys of the factories and plants are 
seen in all our cities, did and young, v4iich 
have been turned into important industrial 
centers. Formerly the city of Rer counted 
4.600 inhabitants. Its population engaged only 
in trade, in handicrafts and in agr^nilture. 
Today Fieri has become one of the country’s 
largest, industrial centers. Erected there are 
a nitrate fertilizers plant, an oil refinery, a 
heat-power station with a capacity of about 
100.000 kilowatts, a cotton ginning factory, a 
brick works, etc. In the city of Fieri, which 
has been expanded azkd filled with beautiful 
buildings, there are employed today over 7.500 
workers. The same can be fiaid also of Lush- 



nja, Kavaja^. Berat, Kuk^ or Gjirokastra, 
a^thout spaaklog of such cities as TVaca, 
Shkodra, Kor^ Vloia, etc. 

The counti 7*6 socialist indxistrlalizatioz) 
has brought about not only quantitative 
changes. It has brought about also great qua- 
litative changes. The ptiority development of 
the branches serving for the production of 
the means of production, which In 1968 accoun- 
ted for 55,5 per cent of the total indvistrial 
output, has ensured an ever more efficient 
exfdoitation of cur natural resources, it has 
led towards the consolidatiOD of the country’s 
economic independence and has ensured ever 
more favorable conditions for the rapid deve- 
lopment of our economy. Wlule in the past 
our country’s industry was mainly represented 
by some small and primitive factories 
of the light and food industries, by 
handicraft and an . occasional small mine, now 
there have been created new and modern 
bran^es such as the oil, chromium or iron- 
nickel industries, the chemical, machine- 
buUding and power industries, tiie building 
materials Vndustiy, etc., which are growing 
rapidly -and constitute a $o\md basis for the 
creation and development of new branches 
of industry under the coming five-year plans. 

Big works, equipped with a modern 
technology, such as the nitrate and super- 
pbospate fertilizer plants, the machinery ptots, 
that of tractor spare parts, the textile combines, 



the constructiOT of big hydro-power statiODa^ 
Uke the «Mao Tse-tung<» hydropower station 
at Vau i Dejfis, or of poweful heat-power 
stations like the one in Floi, the oenent 
factories or the construction of ra&wajt, the 
erection of the ferrous metallurgical combine, 
and 60 o>any others, are eloquent proof of 
the high level of our economy, tfa^ residta 
achieved and of the vast proapecta whldi have 
been opened to our national economy. 

The country's eiectrificatlos^ as ooe of 
the dedfiive fiach^ in the rapid and- sure 
development of the whole of our national 
economy, is another in^ptant index clearly 
showing the great resiilts of the soctoUst 
industrikination policy pursued by the P*xty 
during these 25 veaia. Today, hi about 4 days 
the country produces as mu^ electric power 
as titat pn^uced during the whole jeer 1938. 
The Kruja district alone consumes 3,5 timea 
more power than the whe^ of pre-liberatiKi 
Albania consumed. The electrification of ell 
the villages, which Is being carried out now 
with full success, at a tii^ tri>en in many 
. Europe^ countries they cannot even think 
of such an undertaking, testifies best of all 
to the strength of our socialist country, to 
the growth of the country's economic possi- 
bilities, to the great aolidtu^ display^ by 
the Party and the people's regime for the 
progress and the continuous Increase of the . 
material and cultural wellbeing of the labori^ 
masses.

hdMiiig thereby also the political independence 
of our sodalist Homeland; to uhre^tUngly 
strengthen its defensive power egalxist . any 
attempt of the Imperialist and revisionist 
enexnles who surround us; to constantly Impror 
ve the well-being of our people and ever 
better fulfil their needs. ' 

Ihe Party has laid down the contlmious 
development and deepening . of the technical 
and sdent^c revolution, the widest possible v 
tntroducticib of modem science, tec^ology 
and agronomy, the spreading scientific 
. - experimentation in every fi^ as one of -the ' 
most important problems and tasks of the 
development of our socialist, economy, of the 
complete bidding of socialism in our country. 

This revolution Is an integral part of cmr 
socialist mwluUon and is being carried out 
in unity ^th the ideologic^ and cultural 
revolution, fts fundamental aim U to place « 
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the whole ot our national economy on a higher 
tcientific and technical basia, in order to ermira 
a hisber labor productivity, a mpre vigoroua 
devuoproent of the productive forces, in order 
to lighten the work of our men and women and 
to raise their living standards higher. The 
main efforts must be concentrated everywhera 
oh the transition from handicraft foima to 
modem industrial production, to the intro- 
duction of new teclmology, to the Implemen- 
tation of a strict scientific discipline In all the 
processes work and production, to the 
sdentUlc organization and management of the 
national economy, to the summing up and. 
spreading of advanced exp^ence. The decisive 
condition for leading the technical and scien- 
tific revolution forward is the mobilization of 
all the creative living energies of the workiM 
masses and sp^alists, their aU-roxind political, 
ideological, technical and scienlUic educatioot 
the continuous strengthening of their coopera- 
tion in tile most diverse and the most fruitr 
ful forms. 

Our road of socialist Industrialization, closely 
combined also ‘with the broad development of 
the technical and acientilie revolution, has 
nothing in common with and is In complete 
opposition to the various technocratic views 
which the bourgeoisie and the modem re- 
▼i^onists are spreading with clamour at the 
present time. 

The ideologists of the monopoly boxtr- 
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^eolsie ar« striving to niAlce.the woridci^ people 
believe that the technical and eckntific revolu> 
don which is being oarried out in the world 
today is allegedly removing the ills of capita^ 
Usm, tiukt it is refonning it, liquidatizig the 
desses and class antagonisms, replacing 
the capitalist crwneis with, technocratic 

administrators. On this basis they dedore that 
the old capitalist system of exploitation, the 
class strug^e and the need for proletarian 
revalution, have been overcome. 

In reality, behind the so-called ^industrial 
^ society-, or «<tedutocratic society- there lies 
hidden the brutal oppression of the working 
people by the cartalist monopolies and the 
state monopoly capitalisxicL . modem ro' 
visicaiista, who have rqnpletely and ab^utely 
betrayed Msrzfsm-'Ijeauiism and placed theziH 
selyea at the service of the bourgeoisie, have . 
prodaimed the -technocratic 6od€ty<- sari tfis 
technical and sdenUfic inogrcss, which leads 
to the stroigtbentng and axpansion of the state 
monopoly capitalisn, as an -Hintroductiem of 
the elemrota of aocidlsm in the graduel trana* 
formation of capitalism-. 

In the revisionist countries, techoocratismT 
alongside with burcauctallsm and as a subtle 
expression of it, has .become one of the prin- 
cipal means of the wox^king clast 

Irom leadmhip and of restoring capitalism. 
The economy of these countries, which the 
revisionists ' continue to call ••eodalist- . under 
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the pretext that it ia nhticmaUzed or coUecti- 
vi2ed, is, in reslity nothing dse but « capi- 
talist economy of a special type. It is in the 
h^EkdSt in the service, snd in the interest cl 
of the nev bourgeois class of the bureaucrats 
and technocrats, ■which fass been created and 
continues to be coiE»oIidated. The western 
bourgeois theoretidens caU what is happening 
in the revisionist countries, as the * 4 iberBli« 
zation and democratization it 80cialism>». Thua» 
both skies, the bourgeoisie is weU as the 
revisionista, converge at one «nd the same 
point, that of tiTing to keep capitalism alJvo 
and liquidate soriaUqio, 

But the technical and sdeBitific revolution, 
and linked with it, the development of techno- 
cratism, do not end cetmot save capitalism or 
modem revisioinism from their inevitable col- 
lapse and destruction. They caimot change 
the objective laws of sodal development, par* 
ticularly, that of <he class struggle end tevo* 
lutioQ. The introduction on a large scale oi 
science and technology in production, which 
^e western capitaliA monopolies «od the 
new bourgeoisie of the tcvisionfst countries 
are compelled to do because of the fierce 
domestic and Inter-state competition and to 
ensure maximum profits, does, by no meana, 
mitigate the Internal estd external economic 
and contradicUozis, of the old and the 
new capitalism; it does not save it from the 
incurable taid the ever more destructive criala. 
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On the contrary, this aggravates huther the 
contradictions and crises, it raises the tide of 
the class struggle to an ever higher degree 
and leads, in the final account, when the 
subjective factor, too, is up to the mark, to 
the all-conquering socialist revolution.

The successes achieved by our cc^.-ntry in 
its Industrialization during these tweit^ive 
years have created the material basis which 
allows us to aim at transfonning Albania, In 
the not distant future, from an agricultural- 
industrial country into an industrial-agri- 
cultural one. To reach this target it is indisp^ 
table that the main task the Indu^al 
develt^nnenit should continue to be, in the 
future, too, ithe extension end improvement 
of the structure of industrial production, based 
on an advanced technology. For this purpose 
there must be (^ted a stable internal basis 
of raw materials and, what is more important. 
We should be able to make a most rational 
exploitation, and w^ the best economic effect, 
of various natural resources. Ibis will make it 
possible to ensure the fulfilment of the ever 
greater nee^ of the people's ecoiuimy, the 
systematic increase of the well-being of the 
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people and the growth of the oountry's defen- 
sive power. 

. We shall certainly achieve these objectives^ 
for we have a heroic, industrious and resolved 
people, . we have 6 glorious and lafonted 
working class, We have our Party which, by 
its wise and larsigbled Mandst-Leninist policy; 
leads tis lor certain towards new victor^. 

Our countryside and our peasantry have, 
likewise, undergone radical transform ationa. 
Ail of us have still fresh in our minds, the 
(batched-roofed huts and the oppressed pea- 
sants of Myzeqe, the htmm highlanders of 
Puka and Dukagjmi, the whole of our toUing 
and much suffering peasantry. We remember, 
the swamps and marshes which flooded the 
best plains of Albania iroxn .Buna, to the South, 
to the Vurgu of Delvina. 

But all this belongs to history, to the past 
Today, all the new cooperative countryside is 
shining in the light of soHalism The peasant 
has relegated to bitter memory tbe age-old 
cult of &e huz^ of bread, tike sutfering for 
which persecuted him from the cradle to the 
grave, agxlcitltural . cooper a tive yrhydx • 

has fully extended to all the villages, is. today 
a powerful unit of the broad and aU-ro\ind 
agricultural and livestock production, thorough- 
ly integrated with the general national 
economy and a solid basis of it With their 
own forces and with the great aid of the 
people's power, the cooperatives today are 
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more and moxe practising intensive fanningp 
at an ever higher level of agricultural tech- 
nique. 

In comparison with the pre-war level 
. agricultural production has be^ increased more 
than three times over and the area oi culti- 
vated land has te^ doubled Hunks to the ' 
land reclaxnation and iiriS^tion worka cons- 
tructed so far, there have been reclaimed and 
Improved alwut 200.000 hectares of land and 
the irrigation capacity, by the end the 
year I960, reached more tbw 240.000, hectares 
as against only 29.000 in 1938. At present^ 
there are 10.500 tractors ^ terms of IS HEO 
at work on our fields as against 30 all told 
before liberatioiL J4owadays Albania ranks 
among the developed countries with regaid to 
the use of chemical fertilizers* which were 
not even known in this country before the 
war. In the year 1968 we used an average of 
79 kg. of chemical fertilizers in active sub- 
stance per hectare of cultivated land,' while 
in the 'year 1967 Greece used 68 kg., Spain 
36,8 kg., Yugoslavia 60,4 kg., Hungary 66,9 
kg. and .Italy 72,6 kg. of chemical fertilizers. 

To the countryside and also in the life 
of the peasantry itself sodalisro has brought 
progress that brocdcs no comparison with &e 
past Our peasant today lives in a new house. . 
His children attend the 8-grade school The 
hospital, the outpatient clinics end the phar- 
macy are at his door. In many villages there 
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have be«i set \jp creches and kindergaitoUp 
public bath-rooms, ' laundries, homes and 
hearths of cidture. The motor-road has broti^bi 
Cw the countryside nearer to the dty and every 

> day the radio and the press bring the whole 

country and the whole world, to the coopera- 
' ti\'e peasants by their fireside. 

The successes end victories achieved are 
closely connected with the Party line for the 
correct solution of the peasant problem which 
is among the most in^xMtant and the most 
complicated problems for every country em- 
barking on the road of socialist construction. 

Prom the early days of Uberadon and 
onwards the Party bas devoted its main stten- 
tion to this vital and difficult problem, espe- 
cially in our conditions, wh^e the overwhelming 
percentage of the population were peasants, 
where impoverished and war-ravaged coim- 
tryside had to be rebuilt cm new lines, unknown 
to H. The peasant had to stick to the land, 
ncK to abandon it due to the difficulties of 
the early days, because this would swell the 
cities with unemployed and would create a 
food crisis. The peasantry had to be freed 
from fetters of privsite pn:perty and to adopt 
the socialist way. We had to overcome the 
' inhereted backwardness and rapidly develop 

the forces of production in the domahi of agri- 
culture. 

The Party solved this vital problem cor- 
rectly. It rais^ and led the laboring peasantry 
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in th^ struggle against the fox«ign occupatio- 
nists and their collaborators — the beya and 
agaa, big land estate holdere, vho had robbed 
peasant of hla land and had ensUv^ him. 
It was in this struggle that the g^^t alliance 
cd the peasantry and the working class was 
forg^ that the main sodal buls of the 
people’s revolution and of the dictatorship 
of the proletariat was established. 

The connsteni application of the land 
refonn laws, the lint major decision of the 
Party and people’s power on the solution 
of the peasant problem, taken immediately 
after libation, brought about a deep trans* ' 
fonnati<m In the aodal relations and in the 
consciousneu of the peasantry who witnessed 
the realization of their eenturies^d . dreans 
of land sikI Of casting off the heavy yoke of 
the 1^ and of the landlord. Ihe distributiob 
of land by the proletarian Party and the 
dictatorship of the proletariat further conso> 
lldated the alliance of the peasantry and the 
'working class. Let us recall for a moment 
the privstioiis endured by and the heavy tasks 
assigned to the peasantry at the beginning. 
They breasted them with a high sense of duty, 
Their correc t and inflexible attitude towaru 
the decisions the Party and the people’s power 
were adopting was a testimony to the loyalty 
of the laboring peasantry towards the Par^ 
of the proletariat, towards the working class, 
a testimony to ther with the working 

class which they accepted as their leadership, 






lor they saw the correct way of dev^pment, 
they foresaw the prospect of the happy life 
which was behig huilt throu^ .hardships and 
sacrilices. 

All this prepared the Tnacterial and spiritual 
conditioas for takia^ the next ded^ve steps, . 
of over to tl^ process of socialist 

tranaformatiQn <A the countryside. Alongside 
the large-scale work of land reclamation, for 
the mechanization of agriculture, for the de*, 
vdLdpment of agricultural crope, of stock rai- 
sing, etc^ there .was carried oat the great 
fftrug^ ioT the ooUectivizat^ of. agriculture, 
which, according to the consistent and, at ^ 
sama thne, cautious directives of. die. Party, 
gradually spread throughout the country, inclu- 
ding, of late, the upland icons' as wdL 

By the experience of life and thfmk* ui 
the l^e-scale explanatory work done by 
■ the Party, the peasants bedune convhioed of 
the supeiiority of the cooperative system, the 
only one that can free them from want, that can 
save them from all and every, ktod of exploita- 
tion. The world outlook of ihe peasantry chan- 
gid locally. psychology of individual 
swrk, of the sinall private property, and of. 
the narrow individual interest began to give 
way more and more to the feeling and . con- 
sciousness of collective property, of collective 
wotk and of large-scale socialist prodachbn. 

. . It was under these conditions that the 
process of uniting cooperatives into larger 



one&, that scMntific experiiDentation and the 
appUotttion of the tec^cal and scientific re- 
volution began to develop on a large scale in 
agriculture too; that the struggle for' high 
yietda sterted, that agricultuitd tedmique 
spread 'eh masse’, that the number of qualified 
^res increased in the countiTside, etc. ‘The 
hew socialist countryside finds itself today 
under the vigorous process of development 
and transformation, affecting both the produc- 
tion and the social and cultural fields, 

intensification of mechanization, the 
large-scale land reclamation and Irrigation 
schemes, the wide use of diemicals, the ever 
beitter implonentiation of advanced agricultural 
technique, the extertsion of the communication 
network, etc., the increase of the ntunber of' 
specialir!^ c^t'es and, In general, the rise of 
the educational standard of the peasant, have 
create proper material conditions for carrying 
out modem Intennve farming in breedth and 
depth, for raising cultural and living standards 
of cooperative peasant masses, to bring 
jabout an ever greater rapprochement of the 
"production and life of the countryside with 
that of industry and of the dfty. 

Ihls revolutionary process of the vigorous 
development of the productive forces in agri' 
culture and of the p^e^ng of socialist rda- 
. tions in the countryside continue until the 
agricultural cooperatives are transformed from 
the property of the group Into the property of 




the entire people, until the differences between 
the cooperatives and the state farms are eli- 
minated, so as to reach the complete buUding 
of sodohsm in the countryside, to gradually 
narrow, down and eventually liquidate the 
ess^tiid liifferences between me dty and the 
country, between peasantry and the work- 
Ing cla^ etc. This is the M^ndat-T^mirdst 
road .<bm leads to the classless oocomunist 
society. 

The correc t ness of the P*rty line with 
regard to me countryside, as well as the mag- 
nificent vtctories achieved during these 29 
years become still more evident when we 
^tness the grave and’ eriti<»l situation of 
agriculture in the Soviet Union and in the 
other revisionist countries. 

•The modom revisionists, some earlier and .

. hnpovetish die countzy-aide, coirm^ the: pea- 
santry to abandon their farmstead, irrtroduc- 
ing the grip of agrarian concerns, thev depo- 
pulate the counti^de and throw mlllicns of

unemployed onto the roads^ they create the 
reserve of sieves, which they xise to increase 
exploitation in the city cs well. 

We follow a diametrically opposite course 
in our socialist society. Atteching first>rate 
importance to industrialisation and mechanlsa> 
tion of labor^ at the same time we by no 
cneans underrate the countryside and do not 
adranoe on the to^ of depopulation Of the 
villages but we develop agric^ture in harmony 
with them. While fighting for high yields in 
the lowland areas, we do not neglect fighting 
for the rapid devdopraent of apiculture in 
the hilly and mountainous areas. The presef' 
vailon of the right proportians in this direction

The whole of Albania is covered by a ^ * 

wide network of school of all types. Two out 
of every 7 'persons attend school The com- 
pulsory 6-grade education has been fully 
realized not only in the city, but now also in , 

all the villages. This is at a tizne when today . ^ 
a$ yet in Italy over 100.000 children remain, 
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Uliter&t6 while in Yugoslavia 20 

per cent and in Greece 27 per cent of the 
population are illiterate. In the whole of our 
educational system today there are serving 
about 23.000 teachers as against approximately 
1.700 that served before liberation. The mlddld 
schools of Delvlna and Konispol alone, count 
moi% pupils than all the gyznnasiums of Alba^ 
nia tn 1936, whereas one of the parallels ol 
the tenth fonn of the «Qemal Stafh» - 
middle school in Tirana counts more 
girls than ell the ooim try's gymnasiums had 
before the war. As to higher education, for- 
meily nonexistent, Albania boasts today of 
tl3 students for every 10.000 inbabitanta, 
leavizig behind in thb field such, advanced 
countries as Britan, Germany, Italy and 
Svitzerland. Our higher schools graduate today 
about 2.000 cadres yearly, or over 5 times 
as many as the total number of highly trained 
spedaUsts Albania bad in 1938. 

Actually, our Party and cur people have 
engaged in a great won and stmggle lor the 
revoiutionixation of our schools. We have now 
a dear and full program of action in this 
field It is incumb^t on us to deeply under* 
stand the decisions of the 6tb Plenum of 
the Party Central Committee and to take all 
the measures to put them into practice.. While 
giving prioiity to the Mscxist-tenlniet education 
of youth, our schools through a scientific 
eonbiziaUbii of study with productive work 
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and with the physical and training 

of the pupils and students^ roust train capable 
cadres, loyal and resolute fighters for the 
cause of communism, prepared to c(^ with 
every task and every <^£iculty. 

In the field of culture and art, lilcewzse, 
there have taken place changes so great 
that no parallel whatever can be drawn witb 
the past. Only 17 dnenias, 2 mu^unis, 5 
Ubrarles and the publication of some 180.0C0 
copies of books comprised the entire basis 
of culture in the year 1938. Whereas at present, 
we have about 1.750 homes and hearths of 
culture, the dnema network has extended 
not <mly to all the large and siuaU cities, 
but also to many agricultural cooperatives. 
Twenty-five pivife^onal theaters and .-variety 
shows, tens ii public libraries, museums and 
house-museums contribute to the cultural and 
revolutionaiy up-bringing of the masses. 
During the year 1968, the -•<Mihal Duri^^ prin- 
ting establishihent alone printed 590 books 
with a total drculalion of about 7 million 
copies. The radio U being introduced to almcst 
all families and now work is underway for 
the erection of a tdevislon center which marks 
another important stride ahead for the dls^ 
semination of the proletarian ideology and 
culture. 

' Ali-^rinmd cultural and artistic activity 
with the active participation of the worke s. 
peasanla, young men and young women« 
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i5 today being » conducted in all the 
parts A our Homdand. Hundreds ^ 
talented writers as»3 iutists are militating 
with their works for the. ideals of the Party 
and socialism. 

These successes will be further developed 
in the future. Just as we have done so far, 
we must see to it that education and cultuie 
remain free from the penetraticm of alien 
bourgeois and revisionist influences, that. they 
always remain powerful weapons in the strug- 
gle which our people ere waging in defence 
of our Homeland and In building sodalism. 

The large-scale and daily work of the 
Party- and of the mass organisations for the 
comnumist educatlco of our men and women, 
the broad dev^opment of socialist education 
and cuititre, have resulted in raising the revo- 
lutionary consciousness of the working people 
to a higher level. But dt would be a mlst^e 
to become self-satisfied and cornplacent about 
that.

Before the war, people in Albania' died 
for lack of a dose of quinine. As a conaequeioe 
of slavey labor and poverty their average 
life-span did ^ exceed 38 yeara Today there 
are hospitals and maternity homes In the re- 
I motest areas of the country such as that of 

DukagJinJ. The extension of the medical ser- 
vice throughout the country, tl^ erection of 
hospital clinics, clinics and inlir- ' 

maries, the medial aovice and treatment given 
free of charge to entire population, and in 
general, the Increase cf the ^Ubeing of our 
working people, have made their life happy 
and secure. At present, the average life-span 
of man in our country has lengthened and 
has reached 66 years. 

The increase of agricultural and industrial

You lament over the state of our agriculture? 
But we tell you that at no previous time have 
we ever had such great successes in agriculture 
as dxnring this dec^e. In comparison with the 
year 1960, the wheat yield output has grown 
by 00,5 per cent; thus, it has almost doubled, 
wber^ that of maize has increased 2,2 fold. 

What do these facts show? They speak of 
the ccanplete failure of the revisiociist plot and 
the great victory of our heroic Party of Labor, 
the victory of Marxims'Leninism also in 
the economic field.

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proletariat, 1$ their most powerful weapon 
in the struggle for the new, free and happy ' 
Ufa ~ fiodalism and cpmmunisin: 

The outstanding merit of the Party U 
that it closely connected and Integrated into 
a ' single whole, the strvule for national 
liberation and the struggle tor the destruction 
of the old, antipopular and reactionary State po- 
wer, ior the e^blishment of the people's |:oweri 
The Party never allowed the bourgeoisie and the 
landowners to rob the people of their power 
* or that the blood they ^ed should have been 
shed in vain. With its greatest determination 
' it barred the road to tl^ interference of the 
British and U£. imperialists in the internal 
affairs of our country. This consistent line 
Faulted in that that ri^t after the liberation 
of the Homeland, there existed and acted in 
Albania only the new power, the people's 
power, .which started to perform the functions 
of the revolutionary dtc^torship of the pro* 
letarlat.

The efforts 
of the «big twoM^ to wrest the allies of each 
other have further increased the confusion. 

Hiere is no force on. earth now that can 
stop the triumphant march of the people, there 
is no force that can avert the Inevitable defeat 
of inipexialiszn and revisionism. 

However, contrary to the revisiOTdats who 
se^ to arouse padllst illusions and to luU 
the masses to sleep, we, Marxiit^Leninists never 
forget that the antipopular and counter-revo- 
lutionary policy of imperialism far from b^ng 
changed, has been still more Intenslfieo. 
Imperialism does everything in Its power and 
throws in all its forces to strangle the revolu- 
tion and socialism, to hold and consolidate the 
positions of reaction everywhere. 

A new imperialism has now emerged on 
the worid arena — the Soviet revisionist brand 
of imperialism, with pretensions to world he- 
gemony. Thb cannot fail to worsen the situa- 
tion and make the struggle of the peoples f or 
their national end social liberaUon moxe 
difficult 

All the regressive reactionary forces ot 
our time are headed by U.S. imperialism which 
is the worst enemy and exploiter of all the 
pei^des, the bulv^k of colonialism and tbe 
international gendarme of world reaction. The 
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whole pohey and activity of the United States 
of America la aimed at subjugating the entire 
world, at piadng under its yoke, in the 
place, the peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin 
Arnica, and at imposing the economic, po> 
litical and militaiy domination of U,S. impe- 
rialism on the whole of the capitalist world. 
Above all, the main objective of U.S. impe- 
rialism r^nains the suppressicn of the revo- 
lutionary and liberation struggles .of the pacH 
pies, the destruction of socialism. 

By its very nature, U.S. imperialism cannot 
live long without (^pressing other peoples, 
withdut markets, without plundering raw ma- 
terials,' In order to ensure these things, it has 
tictendod its military bases and baa sent its 
. troops to the four comers of the earth, it 
frames up plots and commits open mlHtary 
aggressions. Its greediness is insatiable. With 1‘s 
doUarv it buys the consciences and n^ds of 
men, even among its allies, depriving them of 
cadrW of technical intelligentsia, thereby crea- 
ting further conditions to subjugate them. 

In these conditions, there exists betw«n 
U.S. imperialism and its' global aggressive po- 
Ucy on the one hand, and the peo^es and 
tb^ liberation and anti-imperialist struggle 
on the other, a deep and irrecondliable con- 
tradiction which permeates the entire present^ 
day world policy. It Is lor this reason that, the 
stand towards imperialism and, in the fint 
place, towards U.S. imperialism, b the touch-

In practice nobody can remain an outaider in 
the struggle which Is being waged .between 
Imperialism md the revidutloinary forces. The «

The pe^lea 
and the true revolutionaries Jiaye now clearly 
defined their stand. Their main atrategic dl- I 

rectian is the all-round, litacondllable and 
ooaaistent struggle right to the end against 
U.S. imperialism and- its; lackeys.

This . is ■ 
lutural- and Inevltsble consequence of the 
traiisfomiatlan of the Soviet Unia-.i from a sot 
cioUst into a capitalist counti7, of Its sbehdon- 
meht of the intemsttonalist tjninis t policy and 
of. Its return to the old CWist, chauviidstlc, 
great-Jtussian policy. The resWed capitalist 
system could not fall to Impose its barbarous 
laws, not only on the country's Internal life, 
but also on ita foreign policy. Potc^ eggns- 
aioii has always foment^ Internal fasdam. 

The course chosen by the Soviet revialo- 
□ists to achieve their predatory objectivea is 
the old course of the Czars and of the other 
Imperialists, the course of deception and armed . 
violence. Rubles and tanks, lies and blackmail, 
demagogy and threats go hand in band. But 
the more the Kremlin pu^ ahead with 
their expansionist plans, toe more difficult 
their internal situation and their relations with 
their satellites become, the more their military 
adventurism increases, the more armed aggies- 
alon comes to the forefitot as a means to 
overcome dlfhcultleB end contradictions. Life 
has confirmed with inooitestable facts that 
our Party was quite right when, from the 
very beginning, it publicly exposed the impe- 
risUst nature of the Soviet renegade, leadership. 
The occupation of Czeebbdovakia is an example 
which ren’eals the wh^ rottenness and dege- 
neration of ' the ruling clique in the Soviet , 
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Union, which bdngs into reli«f its r««l Impe- 
Munt^ance, aa a sworn enemy of the 
freedom and indepo)dence of the peoples. 

The aggression against Czechoslovakia waa 
tiot an isolated case, nor a unique event which 
cannot be repealed, but the first manllcstatlon of 
the practical application of a fascUt*styled ag* 
gHessive and chauvinistic policy, a starting-point 
for still greater adventures against the freedom 
and IndepoideRCe of other peoples.- It U a 
fact (hat at the same time wi^ the occupation 
of Czechoslovakia the Soviets carried out in 
q.uiet also the sti^gthening of their military 
occupation forces in Poland, Hungary^ the Ger- 
man Democratic Republic, Bulgaria and Mon- 
golia, where fresh Soviet troops were rushed 
in to preserve the Imperial order of the Mos-' 
cow revisionists. It is a fact that now the 
threats of the Soviet revisionists towards 
Rumania's independence have assumed very 
concrete character and the plans and alms to 
attack Yugoslavia and Albania are no longer 
kept secret. 

The expat\8ionist great^Russian poliev of 
the Soviet revtsionist-imperlalists la very clear- 
ly expressed also In armed provocations 
which they have carried out along th^ bar- 
ders with China. They have now concentrated 
numerous troops in their Eastern provinces. 
They have increased tbelr military, arsenal : 
wd are heading for im aggressive war against ' 
the People's Republic of CMna. How far the 
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madniess of the adventxirers now ruling in the 
Kremlin will go. this no one knows. OiU thing, 
how^tf, is certain: Should they ever attempt 
to tot their strength against the Chinese gteht. 
this win be their imdolng. The Soviet revlsic^ 
nists will* be completely end utterly destroyed. 

In ordo' to carry out their expansionist 
aims, the Soviet leaders are now resorting to 
the Warsaw Treaty which they have turned 
into an instrument of oppression and aggres> 
sion. The Government of the People's Repub'ic 
oi Albania denounced the Warsaw Treaty for 
political, military and Ideological reasons, be- 
cause Its character and aim had changed. Frxm 
a treaty set up for the defence of the freedcm 
and independence of the socialist states, for the 
defence of the peoples and peace, it was trans- 
formed into 9 treaty for the enslavement of ‘ 
its member countries and into a means of the 
dangerous Soviet imperialist plot against the 
peoples and international security. 

In these conditions, to remain in the War^ 
saw Treaty would mean to approve aggres- 
sive actions and aims of this treaty, to support 
and become partners of an imperialist power, 
to approve the aggression against Czechoslova- 
kia and the -. «>ther predatory plans of the 
Soviet revisionists, ' If we had remained In 
thb treaty, we would not have been Marxists. i 

Leninism teaches us that the cooununists must 
never allow themselves to be hoodwinked . by

SOTS camouflwe tfaemselves, they must never 
become defendera (rf Imperialism, whatever the 
cobr and form in which it may appear. To 
act othierwlae means to fall into the opportu^ 
nist positions of the traitors of the second 
Internationale, who spread Uluaions about tm- 
periallam and shortly afterwards became its 
open ooUaborators a^ 8odal'*diauvinlsts. Re- 
condUatioii with the Soviet revlaiaiii8ts, al}e> 
gedly on behalf of the struggle against 
hnperialism, means to become a supporter of 
ah imperudiam which is just as savage «od 
barbarous as the other, it to a 

collaborator of one impexialism against another 
imperlahsm in. th^ struggle for superiority, 
tones of influence and world dbrninatioa. 

In their efforts to dominate and to pluz^er 
the p^ples of their riches, the Soviet revlslo* 
nists are even trying to justify «theoreti(ajly» 
their policy of great-state chauvinism, to pre> 
sent it as Mar^t-Leninist, as the aone of 
proletarian intematiQnalisxD. In a word, they 
seek to disguise the wolf under a lambskin. 
Such is the Ul-famed theory of ^limited sove- . 
reignty* set forth by the arch-revisionist Brezh- 
nyev, by which the Soviet revisioalsts want 
insecure for themselves the right to intefere 
in and. occupy other countries' Through this 
reactionary theory, they seek to compel others 
to betray and trample underfoot the purest and 
highest espirations cherished hy nations and 
peoi^es, to safeguard their freedom and defend 



their soverd^ty. they try to hav« them ca* 
pitulate and, thus, pave the way to Soviet 
revMoniat occupation. Painting U In Marjdst 
colors, the Soviet revisionists aim, likewise, to 
extoid their Imperialist theory to the coni' 
munist movement as well, to compel the other 
parties to up thdr independence and.aub* 
mit to the oonduqtor's batm of Moscow in 
everything, thus, becoming an appendage of 
the Soviet foreign policy. 

But such detestable fascist theories do not 
bold water. The defence of the sovereignty 
and independence of the aodalist, as well aa 
of all the .other countries from imperialism 
or from any other enemy, can be realized 
not by limiting than or by leaving them 
in the hands of the revisionist wolves, but by 
waging an uninterrupted battle against impe* 
rlalism and revisionism on all questions. Never 
can a country be sovereign, and less so a so- 
dalist one, wh^ it is completely enslaved or 
partly occupied by an imperialist or chauvinist 
great power. It enjoys its sovereign^ and 
^dependenoe ^y st^en it impiements a reso- 
lute line for the defence of the Just principles 
of freedom, Independence easd sovereignty, re- 
lying on its own efforts and on the Intematio- 
oalist solidarity of the International, working 
H a w and of the revolutlonaiy peoples. 

Now a great responsability rests on the 
Soviet People. They must not ^ow themselves 
to be delved by the fascist propaganda with 






which tb« revisionist renegades axe seddng to 
poison their minds. Thn Khru^dichevite leaders 
are trying to confuse them, to incite their 
basest nationalist chauvinist feelings, in 
order to turn them into an obedient 
which will blindly carry out their adventurous 
plans. We hope that the Soviet peofde have 
not forgotten the immortal of Lenin 

and Stalin, that the spirit of ccmmunlam and 
internationalist solidarity is always . alive In 
their hearts. We believe that the Soviet soldier 
who crossed Europe and fought In Asia to 
destroy fascism and to bring fr^om to the 
peoples, will not take this road for \he second 
tune In order to rob other peoples of their 
freedom and to estaUlab the new revisionist 
brand of fascism. It is against the usurpei^ 
clique that he should use the weapons given 
to him to enslave others so that be may res- 
tore his country’s former glory, its name and 
honor which the traitors azul renegades have 
trampled undorfoot. 

The freedom and independence of all the 
peoples, peace and intematianal security are 
now endangered by the Soviet-U.S. imperialist 
bloc. Today this bloc represents the blackest 
reaction, most perfidious and most dangerous 
counter-revdluttonary force ever known to 
maiikind. 

The 5ovlet-U.S. «holy allianco^ is now 
develofung to unprecedented proportions in all 
the fields ~ economic, political and military. 
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Tlie two super powers need each other's hdp 
for the realization of their hegemonic and 
dommating aims and continualljr coordinate 
their plans activities in compliance with 
their global strategy for the domination of. 
the world. They are preparing and carrying 
out various predatory wan through which 
they seek to keep the peoples under their 
bondage, to suppress revolution. 

Of course, as Insatiable imperialist powers, 
the United States of America and the revisio* 
olst Soviet Union also have great contredic* 
tions between them, they contend with eatij 
other and each plans to liquidate the other. 
The system of the Soviet'U.S. alliances, essen-^ 
tially a counter-revolutionary one, not only 
does not exclude but includes m its essence 
divinohs, disputes 'and contradictions which 
do not allow tiiem to act In harmony ei^ 
mity. When these contradictions reach their 
climax, when the question arises for the redivi- 
slon of each other's zones of influence, they can 
even break into armed conflicts between them. 
But at present the counter-revolutionary alliance 
is at a at^e of consolidation and expansion. 
That which unites them today is more impor- 
tant than what divides them. In the first place, 
in order to survive, to preserve their great 
Empires, to keep their potions of super-po- 
wers, both sides are compelled to draw nearer 
to ^ach other, and to collaborate, making th^ 
struggle against revolution, socialism . and the 



Uberation efforts of the peoples « basb for 
safeguarding their system, their fund amenta] 
otTw of realikng their expansionist and enslav- 
ing strategy. 

In the present conjuncture, UJS. Imperil 
lism and Soviet revisionist imperieJism are 
trying to come to terms without encroacliing 
upon each other's own domain, to keep tbelr 
Giux>pean satellite well under control, to play 
down their imperialist disputes and contradic- 
tions so as to clear the fieU for throwing 
th^nselves with all tbelr might into the 
suppression of the revcJuUoiudry and libmtlcn 
movements of the pe<^dcs. and what is es- 
sential for them, to spearhead their Joint strug- 
gle against great People's China, the impregna- 
ble butlon of Marxlsm-Lpnini^ and of the 
freedom and independ^os of the peoples.
